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ISOLATION OF ISRAEL 
CONTINUES AS ARABS 
STEP UP PROVOCATIONS 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The isolation of Israel continued this 
week, as every attempt by Israel to seek amelioration of its 
present situation proved fruitless. 

The State Department and Israel’s ambassador Eban con- 
tinued their game, with Eban being rebuffed for the nth time in 


his appeal for the purchase of 
defensive arms. 

Meanwhile the Arab nations 
bordering Israel stepped up their 
provocations. 


TO THE TWO Israeli police- 
men killed instantly when a boat 
retrieving fishing nets was at- 
tacked by fire from the Syrian 
border were added two other 
Israelis as the bodies of two 
more Israeli policemen, who 
had been wounded, were fre- 
turned to Israeli authorities. 
There was the hint of suspicion 
in the news reports in the Israeli 
press that these two were put to 
death after their capture, but 
this could not be confirmed. 

Meanwhile Washington seemed 
to want to ignore the predic- 
tions of top Israeli military men 
that war was imminent. Even 
David Ben-Gurion who has been 
patient in the past few months, 
this week expressed Opinion that 
was was almost inevitable. 


THE JORDAN border, which 
has been relatively quiet for 
months now, began to erupt. A 
new immigrant was killed in his 
house at Naham five miles from 
the Jordan border by infiltrators. 
The infiltrators were intercepted 
by Israel border guards before 
they could get back to home ter- 
ritory. Jordan’s band lost one 
of its members to Israeli fire. 

Sporadic shooting also contin- 
ued on the Egyptian border, al- 
though no casualties have been 
reported. 


A SIX-AND-A-HALF hour 
skirmish with Jordanians on 
Monday resulted in the killing 
of one Israeli policeman and the 
wounding of two others, 

Maj. Gen. E. L. M. Burns, chief 
Uniteq Nations truce supervisor, 
recommended this week the 
bringing in of additional United 
Nations truce personnel to pa- 
trol the Israeli borders. 

(In a nation-wide broadcast on 
Edward Murrow’s, “See it Now,” 
Tuesday night, Ben-Gurion ex- 
pressed the view that adding ad- 
ditional UN forces and widening 
of the no-man’s land between 
Israel and her neighbors was 
hardly a solution for. the situa- 
tion.)

TORONTO (NJP)—The month 
of March 1956 may go down in 
Canadian legislative history as 
the time when three provinces 
adopted anti-discrimination laws‘

The provinces are: British Co- 
lumbia which passed a Fair Em- 
ployment Practices law; New 
Brunswick which likewise intro- 
duced a Fair Employment Prac- 
tices law; and Saskatchewan 
which passed two pieces of leg- 
islation—an: F.E.P. law and a 
Fair Accommodation Practices 
Act. Most of these are patterned 
after existing acts, either federal 
or from other provinces. Signifi- 
cance of B.C.’s enactment is that 
it marks the first measure 
against racial and religious dis- 
crimination to be passed by a 
Social Credit government, which 
has been suspected in the past 
of harboring biased elements.

18-Month Survey To Determine 
U.S. Jews’ Attitude To Synagog 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Launching of a survey to cost from $60,000 to $100,000 by Columbia 
University personnel to study “the religious attitudes and practices as applied to the American 
synagog,” is being started this week. 

The survey would be made under the auspices of the Synagogue Council of America, which 
is composed of the three wings of Judaism, Reform, Conservative and Orthodox.

THE PROPOSED research ine 
vestigation will apply the latest 
techniques of the psychological 
and social sciences to determine 
“the religious, social, and psy- 
chological needs angq_ Satisfac. 
tions experienced by the synae 
gog member and the kinds of 
educationa) programs necessary 
to relate the synagog’s message 
to its constituency in an optimal 
way.” 

The study would also seek to 
determine the motivations ac- 
counting for non-affiliation with 
the synagog and to suggest what 
can be done by the synagog to 
encourage affiliation. 


THE RESEARCH project will 
take 18 months and will be con- 
ducted by trained interviewers 
in sample urban, semi-urban and 
suburban communities. 

A committee of national spon- 
sors has been formeg consisting 
thus far of five hundred key 
Jewish leaders. Honorary chairs 
men are Sen. Herbert H. Leh- 
man (D.-N.Y.), Roger W. Straus 
and Samuel S. Schneierson of 
New York. 

Also in formation are a na- 
tional advisory cabinet consist- 
ing of outstanding Jewish schol- 
ars, seminary heads and other 
educators; a national committee 
of co-operating rabbis; and a 
committee of national Jewish 
organization affiliates. 

Rabbi Feldman said that the 
proposed study is now being 
submitted to the constituent 
agencies of the Council for fore 
mal ratification.

NEW YORK (NJP)—Two con- 
current trends in ‘American Jew- 
ish cooking were noted at a sym- 
posium on “Jewish Life as Re- 
flected in Jewish Foods,” held at 
Hunter College here. 

Edith Stoffer, director of home 
economics at the Manischewitz 
Co., noted that although the first 
and second generations of Jews 
eagerly cast aside _ traditional 
Jewish, cooking along with other 
customs in an attempt to be very 
American, there is a return to 
eldtime Jewish favorites. 


AT THE SAME time, she 
pointed to the attempt to discov- 
er ways to make things like 
kosher pizza. 

Bernard Manischewitz, presi- 
dent of the company, pointed 
out that packaging of kosher 
food is freeing the kosher house- 
wife from the kitchen. The Or- 
thodox housewife is no longer 
“of necessity immersed in the 
kitchen because of her need to 
perform the various precepts of 


Jewish dietary laws in prepar- 
ing her meals.” 

“Recounting the practice of 
borrowing our Jewish cuisine 
piecemeal from other countries 
—Russia, Poland and elsewhere, 
he said, “instead, with the evo- 
lution of a native American 
character in the Jewish cuisine, 
we are exerting an outward 
force; we are contributing 
something new to the table ex- 
perience of Jews elsewhere in 
the world.”

On Hasty 


On School Problems 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Local Jewish communities were warned 
against “unwise or ill-timed aetions” in protesting religious in- 
trusions on public schools, in a statement on policy and position 
issued jointly this week by the Synagogue Council of America 


Action 


and the National Community Relations Advisory Council. 


The statement said such action might “intensify problems 


without producing any positive results.” 


The statement listed these steps in connection with public 


schools which the Jewish group opposes: 

@ Teaching in the public school of “moral and spiritual” 
values, “objective” or “factual” teaching about religion, 
or teaching of a “common core” of religious faith. 

@ Use of public school premises for religious purposes. 

@ Religious practiees or observances, including joint religious 
observances (Christmas-Hanuka, Easter-Passover, e.g.) in 


the public schools. 


@ Prayer reading or recitation, Bible reading, distribution of 
Bible or tracts, hymn singing, wearing of clerical garb by 
teachers, granting of credit for religious studies, taking of 
religious census of pupils, holding of public school classes 


in religious buildings. 


@ Released time and dismissed time practices. 
@ Government aid to religiously controlled schools. 


Regarding the closing of public schools on Jewish High Holy 


Days, the Synagogue Council and NCRAC counseled against re- 


questing this be done. 


They insist, however, that Jewish teachers 


should not be penalized for absence on such holidays. 





ISRAELI RABBIS UNSUITED; 
IN U. S. MANY OVER-AWED 


NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—Ye- 
shiva graduates “of the Israeli 
variety” are not satisfactory for 
the many unfilled pulpits in the 
United States, according to Rab- 
bi Howard Singer of Temple 
B'nai Zion in nearby Bloomfield. 

Commenting on Yeports’ that 
only 2,000 rabbis serve a Jewish 
population of 5 million in this 
country, Rabbi Singer also took 
note of news stories Saying that 
yeshiva graduates in Israel are 
refusing to leave that country 
despite a world-wide shortage of 
tabbis (NJP, Feb. 10, 1956). 

“The Israeli yeshiva graduate 
rarely can fit into the American 
congregational situation,” Rabbi 
Singer told The National Jewish 
Post. “There may be a _ world- 
wide shortage of rabbis, but there 
is probably ‘an overproduction of 
yeshiva graduates of the Israeli 
variety.” 





No Chance of Justice 
In UN — Greenspun 

PHOENIX, Ariz. (NJP)—The 
man who was tried in a United 
States court for smuggling arms 
into Israe] during the war with 
the Arabs, and who is now pub- 
lisher of a flourishing daily pa- 
per in Las Vegas, declared that 
Israel cannot hope to get fair 
treatment in the United Nations. 

In a letter to the Phoenix Jew- 
ish News, H. M. Greenspun, pub- 
lisher of the Las Vegas Sun, 
wrote that, “You ang I know 
that Israel couldn’t get a_ fair 
trial before the United Nations 
with Rusia and England sitting 
as judges...” 

He added that “Syria and 
Egypt coulg never be indicted by 
the UN because Russia and Eng- 
land would never permit it. So 
justice for Israel before the UN 
is an impossibility .. .” 

Referring to discrimination in 
the U.S. against Jews, the man 
whose exploits in behalf of Israel 
read like a melodrama urged 
that, “Before we can earn the 
respect of others, we must re- 
Spect ourselves and, until Jews 
are willing to fight for their 
rights and live like American 
Citizens should, there’s yo alter- 
native but to expect the vicious 
discrimination as practiced 
against us, especially by certain 
places in Phoenix.” 


NEWARK (NJP) — Rabbi 
Louis M. Levitsky of Newark’s 
Oheb Shalom Congregation, dis- 
cussing the problem of the short- 
age of rabbis in last week’s Oheb 
Shalom Review, said that he 
thinks many men fing the work 
of the rabbinate “too awesome.” 

Referring to a recent article 
by Walter Ducat in The Con- 
gress Weekly, Dr. Levitsky 
pointed out that the small num- 
ber of graduates from Jewish 
theological schools is reduced 
further because some do not en- 
ter the active rabbinate and oth-

Instead, he 
said, “some of the real problems 
of the rabbinate” include the 
neeq for skill in multiple fields, 
great wisdom and the realiza- 
tion that the rabbi “is not ex- 
pected to react to human stimuli 
like any normal human being.” 

“For myself,” Dr. Levitsky 
wrote, “I find the work of the 
rabbinate too awesome... I 
get a disturbing sense of my

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Dentist Gets 





Who Want Ears Plugged 


New Patients |

NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—After almost a life-time of filling 
teeth, a Jewish dentist here has devised a new specialty. He fills 


ears. 


It all started about a year ago when the dentist, Dr. Jacob 


Schaffer of suburban West Orange, found himself facing a woman 


patient who, before he began 
filling her teeth, began filling 
his ears. 

The patient, a physician, com- 
plained bitterly that she was 
planning a trip to Florida but 
would be unable to swim because 
of a recent ear operation. And 
she loved to swim. 

The woman’s plight gave Dr. 
Schaffer the idea for a custom- 
made ear plug to be fashioned 
in the same manner as a new 
denture. He took an impression 
of the woman’s inner .ear and 
had his technician cast the plug 
in the soft, flesh-colored plastic 
used for anatomical vestorations. 
After that, the woman went 
south, and soon sent back a let- 
ter packeg with complimentary 
adjectives. 

Later, freshly bathed by ocean 
swims which she had thought 
would be forbidden, the woman 
returned from her holiday and 
showed the plug to an ear spe- 
cialist. The specialist was so im- 
pressed that he soon began send- 
ing some of his patients to Dr. 
Schaffer for additional fittings. 

Ordinary ear plugs couldn’t 





help the patients, with serious 
ear operations, ear-drum punc- 
tures, Or severe mastoids, be- 
cause, according to Dr. Schaffer, 
ordinary ear plugs are made for 
ordinary ears, and even then 
don’t provide water-tight fits. 
And water-tight fits are neces- 
sary if these people are going 
to get into water at all, even 
shower or shampoo, because li- 
quid in an enlarged ear cavity 
can cause infection. 

After urging by Dr. Schaffer’s 
first ear-plug patient and her 
doctor, the dentist wrote a pa- 
per about his plugs which actu- 
ally lock into place and sent it 
to the Archives of Oitolaryngo- 
logy, the journal for specialists 
in ear, nose and throat diseases. 
The Archives published the pa- 
per in its January issue. 

Since then, Dr. Schaffer, who 
steadfastly refuses to patent the 
device, has received far-flung re- 
quests for additional informa- 
tion. Being a dentist, however, 
he hopes he hasn’t bitten off 
more than he can chew.

Each Have Their 











Role In Judaism

THE,.THIRD book of the Torah 
was known in ancient times as 
Toras Cohanim—tThe Law of the 
Priests. It deals largely with the 
sacrifices, the priesthood and 
the holiness code as it applied to 
the people. 

Our ancestors found human 
and animal sacrifice as a fixed 
part of the cult of religious prac- 
tice of the tribes around them. 
They abolished human sacrifice 
and refined animal sacrifice from 
a totemic blood rite into a sacred 
communion between God and 
man. It was Once the practice 
of the Jewish child to begin the 
study of Scripture with Leviti- 
cus because, as the Midrash ex- 
plains, “Little children are pure 
and the sacrifices are pure; let 
those who are pure come and 
occupy themselves with pure 
things.” 

It is another remarkable in- 
stance of the skill of the archi- 
tects of Judaism that they could 
have turned so primitive a ritu- 
al into the keystone of a holi- 
ness code which sanctified all 
the common practices of life. The 
burnt offering was symbolic of 
subjecting all the gross aspects 
of existence to the fires of faith, 
so that essence coulg commune 
with essence. 


JUDAISM democratized ritual. 
Not only were birth, marriage 
and death ennobled but the day 
to day necessities of living—the 
planting of seed, the binding of 
sheaves, the washing of hands, 
the baking of bread, the eating 
of food, the cleansing of body, 
the exchange of goods—all were 
made into ceremonial gestures 
by which man acknowledged the 
Power not himself that rolled 
through all things and ordered 
the ways of the stars in their 
heavenly courses. 

The Book of Leviticus captures 
the original dramatic freshness 
of the sacrificial cult when ritual 
was a kind of collective poetry 
in action. The priests served a 
valid role in redeeming life from 
the curse of monotonous and 
meaningless repetition. They 
sorted the events of life into an 
order of value and significance, 
even as they imposed on _ na- 
ture’s impersOnal changes a 
rhythmic sequence of birth, 
growth, death ang rebirth. 


THEY DID more. They placed 
a separateness of awe between 
man and the great commitments 
of life so that intimacy might 
not breed contempt. A reverent 
Jew could never eat like an ani- 
mal, since every meal was com- 
munion between man and the 
Blessed be He who brought 
bread from the earth. The Jew 
could never look upon sex as a 
drink of water, because he recog- 
nized in intercourse his partner- 
ship with God in the act of Cre- 
ation. 

He could never accept the first 
blade of grass, or the first bloom 
on the tree, or the new moon as 
the droppings of time. They were 
each manifestations of a Divine 
plan which included his percep- 
tive response. 

In a milieu where the sacred 


things were extremely import-, 


ant, the servants of the Sacred 
became powerful. And power 
bred corruption, even in the 
priests.

Reviewer Says There Ought 
To Have Been More

It is becoming difficult to tell what authentic Israeli folk 
dancing is now that the world, or at least the New York sector 


of it, has discovered its beauties. 


We hope we have been seeing 


the real thing, the way Israelis dance at festivals, in streets, parks, 
in the fields, in their unchoreographed hearts. 


But we fear professionals may 
have taken over, tamed the mu- 
sic, prettified the dancing and 
made a painless picture of what 
it is good for 
us to imagine 
the land of the 
Bible can be. 

Perhaps not. 
Perhaps Israe- 
li .dancing as 
presented in 
this country is 
a faithful met- 

aphor of what 
GALE we might see 
in a kibbutz after a day’s work 
—if its residents had strength 
left. 


THESE BRIEF thoughts 
passed through Our mind as we 
watched an Israeli Dance Con- 
cert the other evening at the 
Lexington Ave.» YM-YWHA in 
New York. As arranged by Fred 
Berk and sponsored by the Con- 
sulate General of Israel in New 
York, the performance certainly 
had all the august auspices it 
needed. 

It had more, too—a set of ex- 
pert young people who danced 
with love in each movement. 
Perhaps this quality was respon- 
sible for infusing their work with 
the joy and sunniness peculiar 
to Israeli dance. There was noth- 
ing arty about this concert; it 
had genuineness and _ sincerity, 
characteristic of much of Berk’s 
work, and indeed, of much that 
is presented at the “Y”. 


THE PROGRAM ended with 
a heart-catching horah by the 
Merry -Go- Rounders, preceded 
by a stunning solo by Naomi 
Aleh-Leaf, who chanted as she 
danced “Awake, Awake, O Zion,” 
from Isaiah Ch. 52.

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Israelis Can‘t Fathom Policy 
U. S. Following In Middle East 








By CARL ALPERT: 


HAIFA—Since my return from the United States, Israelis 
have been plying me with questions of all sorts on the subject of 
American policy in the Middle East. They carefully study the full 
texts of every statement issued by Dulles or Eisenhower, and 
they seek an explanation for the hesitancy, the conflicts, and the 
apparent lack of understanding of the problem. 

What Israelis can not understand about 
American policy can be Summed up as follows: 

How can the United States seriously be- 
lieve that the Arab leaders will abandon the 
Western Powers and go into the arms of the 
Soviets, when everybody in the Middle East 
knows that there is nothing the Arab rulers 
fear more than Cummunism? Any increase in 
Communist power or influence in these coun- 
tries will result not merely in the decline of 
the present rulers’ political power, but will prob- 
ably result in their being beheaded. Thus, when

they threaten that they will play ball with Russia if they don’t 
get their way with Britain and America, they are making idle 
threats. The peculiar thing is that America appears to have been 
completely taken -in, and in their back rooms the Arabs no doubt 
slap themselves happily on the back on the success of their black- 
mail. 


Believe Arabs On Russia, Not On Israel 


Though the United States is ready to believe every word the 
Arabs say when the latter make a gesture to Russia, America 
does not take at face value the Arab threats against Israel. The 
heads of the Arab states have stated openly—and the record has 
been clear for several years—that when they get sufficient arma- 
ments they will wipe Israel off the map. Why is the State De- 
partment so quick to believe in one case, and so skeptical in the 
second? 

Does the United States expect Israel to receive comfort and 
reassurance from promises that if the Arabs attack, the Western 
Powers will “do something?” While the discussion goes on as 
to what action should be taken, enemy planes could already have 
wreaked great havoc over Israel’s cities. In Washington that 
may be only a matter of immediate strategy, but for Is- 
raelis it is a matter of their own blood. And even at*best, should 
the Western countries decide to provide armed support against the 
aggressors, Israel would already have suffered grevious blows. 

Britain kept its promise in 1939 to defend Poland, but that 
country was already overrun. The full weight of the United 
Nations “saved” Korea, but could not prevent devastation and 
near ruin. The important thing is not to stop a war—but to 
prevent one from breaking out. 


No American Soldiers Asked For 


For this, Israel does not ask that a single American soldier 
be sent to the Middle East. Israel asks only that it be permitted 


| to arm itself, so that by virtue of such strength, the enemy may 


be deterred from attacking. Has not America many times said 
that strength is the best deterrent for a would-be aggressor? Why 
does this not apply to the threat against Israel as well, Israelis 
want to know? 

A few weeks ago an American destroyer, attached to the 
Mediterranean fleet, paid a courtesy call at Haifa port. The crew 
were feted at receptions, and no doubt had a fine time during 
shore leave. But this business of sending a warship to the port 
of another nation on a “friendly” visit has long since been known 
as a symbolic act of saber-rattling on the part of great empires. 

This has been ,the typical reaction of the British through 
the centuries. Native unrest? Show them a battleship of* His 
Majesty’s fleet? Reminder needed of the might of the British 
navy? Display a heavy cruiser or two. 

Whether the warship in Haifa port was intended to impress 
the Israelis or the Arabs with the might of America’s naval] armor 
is unimportant. The important thing is that the mission was in 
exceedingly bad taste, following a long-since discredited policy of 
power politics. Some of America’s best friends in Israel] were 
exceedingly embarrassed by the visit—and those unfriendly to 
America certainly did not miss the opportunity to make capital 
of the diplomatic faux pas. 


Why Policy Is Wrong 


Shaking the big stick will not. win back for the United States 
the respect and the prestige which it has lost in the Middle East 
in recent years. Washington’s quickness to yield to Arab threat, 
its weakness in the face of blackmail, its vacillation, lack of 
clear-cut, firm policy, its mimicking of the British line have all 
combined to identify the United States, in Arab eyes, as a weak 
sister. American policy has commanded neither respect nor dignity. 
And the more America toadies to Egypt and Syria, pampering 
them, bribing them, appeasing them, the lower will American 
prestige sink. 

And this the Israelis can not understand. How is it possible 
for a great and noble nation, the hope of the free and democratic 
world, to pursue so stupid a policy to the detriment of its own 
reputation and prestige? 

I have seldom found questions so difficult to answer.

didn’t play quite the important role it does today. 


I’m always contrasting something we do today with former 


Jewish practices to the disad- 
vantage of today’s customs, I’ve 
mentioned approving of the way 
they marrieq off their children 
young, of their accepting their 
babies as they came as God’s 
will, of their wholesome family 
life and low incidence of divorce, 
their temperance (a Jew was sel- 
dom a drunkard) and so on. 

One of the attitudes that I 
particularly admire is the rela- 
tionship between parent and 
child. In Life is With People we 
find that there was a_ phrase 
which revealed this attitude more 
elearly than words. The shtetl 
child addressed his parents as 
“mama-tata” as though they 
were one not two separate enti- 
ties, one, not two separate words. 
Parents were united in their 
love and concern for their chil- 
dren. The child could count on 
both together and equally. 


WITH THE shameful rate of 
divorce today, we have come to 
realize how important it is for 
helpless little ones to have this 
security, this “mama-tata” solid- 
ly in back of him, and the sad- 
dening results when the relation- 
ship is lacking. 

Admiring those of our tradi- 
tional practices as I do, I found 
a quotation which fits the pic- 
ture well. Columnist Robert 
Ruark had a recent best seller 
on South Africa entitled “Some- 
thing of Value.” I read in 
Church Management magazine 
that this title was taken from 
an old Basuto (whatever that is) 
proverb which goes, “If a man 
throws away his good customs, 
he had better first make certain 
that he has something of value 
to replace them.” 

Now lets get back to marryin’ 
‘em off. It was quite a responsi- 
bility for parents in those days. 
They triéd (see Life is With 
People) to match ’em up as 
equally as possible, not one too 
old with one too young, not one 
to tall with one too short,, not 
a learneg one with an ignor- 
amus. 


THEY MIGHT be accused by 
some of being snobbish. A match 








of a child from a sheina (more 
refined, wealthy, learned) fam- 
ily wasn’t considered suitable 
with one from a prosteh home. 
But what of their views on phy- 
sical appearance. A girl wasn’t 
so pretty. So her.family had to 
get busy and furnish a bigger 
dowry. Perhaps a rich uncle or 
the town’s wealthy leader would 
lend a hand in the project, but 
help would be forthcoming some- 
how, it could be hoped. 

Meaning that even if she was 
less favored than her prettier 
sister, a girl could still hope, not 
too forlornly, to have the chance 
to prove that, beauty or not, she 
needn’t be outshone in turning a 
fine stitch, in baking a light 
cholla, in being a loving help- 
mate and mother. 

Of course, you cOuld answer 
that today, with the aid of the 
beauty parlor and al] the little 
tricks, the permanents and 
bleaches and eye brow plucking 
and make up, and further the 
plastic surgeon and the dentist 
with his braces few females have 
to eng up in the category of the 
unattractive. Perhaps you're 
right but art can really do just 
so much, and somehow the con- 
clusion we reach is that the 
shtetl wins hands down, that it 
must have been much more re- 
assuring to the young girls of 
yesteryear to know that looks or 
not their whole family and if 
necessary the whole town was 
working on the job of marrying 
them off.

The pupil’s men- 
tal “temperature” will never 
really be revealeg to his teach- 
er if he relies on his neighbor 
for the answers to test ques- 
tions. 


ACTUALLY, the cheater de- 
prives himself of individual help 
wh'ch the teacher could give. 

That is the problem as seen 
from the teachers’ standpo‘‘. 
Now for some sleuthing to dis- 
cover the teenagers’ attitudes. 

The classroom is quiet; the 
final exam is being administered. 
Fvery few minutes, one girl 
glances’ hastily — furtively — at 
her neighbor’s paper.

WHEN THE time came the 
group was crowded into a small 
ship with hundreds of other ref- 
ugees, anq somehow, miracu- 
lously, they reached Palestine 
without being trampled or suf- 
focated to death, without going 
mad with thirst and, most im- 
portant, without being caught by 
the British. 

Their group of thirty was one 
of the first organized bodies of 
young people who had escaped 


dying in concentration camps 
and reached Palestine where 
they wanted to join a collective 
settlement. 

On their arrival they were 
taken to an olq established kib- 
butz which hag been founded by 
pioneers from Poland 20 years 
before. ‘The sun was_ shining 
brilliantly when their’ truck 
turned into the kibbutz entrance, 
and drove through the fields and 
gardens along a road that was 
lined with cheering children 
wearing white blouses and car- 
rying flowers in their hands, to- 


wards the houses and the court- 
yard where the older people 
were waiting for them. 


THE SETTLERS embraced the 
arivals as they helpeq them off 
the truck, and the women cried 
and the men hid their emotion 
under loud forced laughter and 
words and shaking of hands. The 
languages spoken for their sakes 
were Polish and Yiddish, and Ye- 
huda and Yael, as Heinz and 
Brigitte were called now, the 
only ones who knew no Polish, 
could manage with German in- 
stead of Yiddish.

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Must Israel Forever 
Apologize For Existence? 




















By M. Z. FRANK 
(See Editorial on the Editorial Page) 





After Sir Anthony Eden’s speech at Guildhall, in which the 
father of the Arab League offered his services to mediate between 
his hideous offspwing and the State of Israel he never wanted 
born, I wrote in this space that we were entering upon a long- 
drawn-out period of a diplomatic struggle for the settlement of 
the Israel-Arab dispute. I added that the Jews of America would 
have to play an important part in that diplomatic struggle and 
asked how ready we were. 

We have had some anxious moments since then and we are 
likely to have some more. The more anxious we are, the less 
likelihood of a war in the Middle East. How far our anxiety has 
been accompanied by intelligent action is another’ matter. 


Who American Jewry Will Support 

When the editor of The National Jewish Post rushes with an 
editorial condemning the Tiberias raid and practically threatens 
Ben-Gurion with the withdrawal of support by American Jewry, 
then, in my opinion, he ought to have his head read. But it is 
infinitely worse when a top Zionist leader in this country rushes 
to the State Department with his apologies. 

These men show: a) that they have learned nothing from the 
terrible Jewish tragedy and the great Jewish drama of our gen- 
eration; b) that they are ignorant of the plain elementary facts 
of geography and demography of the region in which the action 
took place; c) that they don’t know the temper of American 
Jewry. 

Most American Jews have enough confidence in Israel] that 
its army would net go out on a foray for the mere fun of killing 
people. They feel that it is better for Israel to be condemned by 
the United Nations and survive than to go under in a flicker of 
the world’s sympathy. The Jews of America will follow a leader 
or a group Of leaders who stand up like men to the enemies of 
Israel and their allies. 

They will not follew a man who crawls on his belly, even if 
he is a Zionist leader. That is why American Jews followed Silver 
10 years ago. They haven’t changed. 

I have mentioned the matter of retaliations, because it is the 
most glaring case of the wrong approach of which we have been 
guilty: We have allowed ourselves to become too apologetic, too 
much on the defensive; we have let the AFME take the initiative. 
We have never had enough sense to carry the attack into the enemy’s 
camp, despite the incredible weakness of his position, despite the 
tremendous strength of our own. 


Why Apologetic Approach Wrong 

In its immediate effects an apologetic posture may sometimes 
be favorable; it placates; it arouses sympathy. But its long-range 
effect is to make people take the attitude that anything, ever so 
little, is good enough for us. 

Must Israel forever apologize for its existence? Must Ameri- 
can Jews forever apologize for Israel’s existence? Must Israel be 
the only country in history whose soldiers are not permitted to 
kill the enemy in a war? 

The “Irish Echo,” in the past few weeks has hardly failed 
to feature British oppression in Cyprus on its front page. It is a 
long way from Northern Ireland to Cyprus. But Ireland’s parti- 
sans in this country have more imagination than American Zion- 
ists and understand that Cyprus is their business. Cyprus is much 
nearer Israel, the failure of British policy in Cyprus and the dis- 
astrous secession of Greece from the NATO are part of the failure 
of Western policy in the Middle East. That is more our business 
than the business of Irish-Americans. And yet, the Irish Echo 
has screaming headlines about Cyprus, while we don’t even utter 
a squeak about Lebanon, which is even nearer Israel than is Cyprus. 

The main issue today as then is the same: Head erect or 
hat in hand?

As I sat through a lovely, but 
cold and uninspiring Reform

to. And also I’ve attended many 
Conservative ang Orthodox serv- 
ices which were as dull and as 
uninspiring as they could be. 


_BUT I BELIEVE this point 
should be made. 

That when the U.S. Jewish 
community—at what point I do 
not profess to know—decided 
that it wanted to be Jewish, at 
that point it decided to be Jew- 
ish all he way. 

Let me explain that. 

For a long while, the Jews of 
the U.S. were in flight. They 
were under attack not only from 
within, but also from without, 
and they had begun to believe— 
ang still do to some extent— 
many of the things said about 
them by their detractors. That 
Jews were loud, that they were 
dirty, that their religion was out- 
moded, and so forth. 

But once that crisis was past 
(we can give credit to Hitler for 
this) then the Jews of the US. 
decided that as long as they were 
going to be Jews, they were go- 
ing to be Jews all the way. 

This accounts for the resurg- 
ence of ritual and pageantry 
into the service. Jews no longer 
are trying to explain the yar- 
mulke or the cantor. They don’t 
feel the need to explain them. 
They are part of the Jewish serv- 
ice and that is that. 


SOMEONE else can explain 


_why this is so. They may call it 


obscurantism or what have you. 
T only want to get across that 
this is the moog of the U.S. Jew- 
ish community of today. 

This being so, then the Re- 
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Passover........March 27-April 3 
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form congregation which still 
tries to live in the rarified air 
of pure reason, is missing the 
boat. It is not giving its mem- 
bers what it wants—and of 
course needs. 

Providing the kind of service 
that Jews wanted 15 years and 
more ago, but not the kind of 
service that Jews of today want, 
is not courage, it’s stupidity. 

Any Reform Jew could attend 
services at Conservative Anshe 
Emet in Chicago and come away 
thrilled. He woulg find himself 
arawn to the beauty and the 
grace of the service, but also to 
its warmth and its Jewishness. 

That many Reform congrega- 
tions today have cantors explains 
exactly what I am trying to say 
here. If I am being a little bit 
insistant, it is directed at those 
Reform congregations which 
still think that they,are serving 
their members when they offer 
today a cold service that sufficed 
a generation ago.

ORTHODOXY MUST LIVE IN MODERN AGE 


We don’t know what will happen to 
the proposal of Rabbi David B. Hol- 
lander, president of the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil of America (Orthodox), that his or- 
ganization withdraw from the Synagogue 
Council of America, which is composed 
of the national organizations of the Re- 
form, the Conservative and the Ortho- 


dox. 


But if the proposal is adopted, it 
will mean that rigid Orthodoxy once 
again has been unable to find a way to 


live in the modern age. 


Last week’s news story in The POST 
to the effect that eight heads of yeshivot 


have supported Rabbi Hollander’s posi- 
tion indicates that there might be more 
of a fight in behalf of his proposal than 
at first seemed likely. We do know that 
from the many expressions of rabbis 
from whom we've heard, that breaking 
away from joint rabbinical bodies is 
ridiculous to most of them. 

Just as in the matter of the seating 
together of men and women at Orthodox 
services, the official rulings against this 
mixed seating not only will cause a rift 
within Orthodox circles, but will also re- 
move it from the mainstream of the de- 
velopment of Judaism in America. 


THIS DISPUTE CAN BE SETTLED 


Without seeming to take a position 
for or against either party, since we’ve 
read only one side of the argument, we 
feel that there is a solution to the prob- 
lem which has arisen over the use of 
B’nai B’rith by two publications in Los 
Angeles. 

The older publication — an _inde- 
pendently owned Anglo-Jewish paper 
just like this one you are reading—The 
B’nai B’rith Messenger was organized in 
1898, a year before any B’nai B'rith 
lodge was established in Los Angeles, 
and at a time when the words B'nai 
B’rith meant just what it means in He- 
brew, Sons of the Covenant, and not a 
lodge. 

The second publication is the B’nai 
B’rith Record, the official organ of the 
B’nai B’rith lodges of Southern Califor- 
nia. It was organized 10 years ago. 

Our solution would be along the 
lines of that which the national B’nai 
B’rith adopted for its publication,: the 
B’nai B’rith Monthly. In order to at- 
tract more advertisers, its name was 
changed a few years ago to “The Na- 
tional Jewish Monthly..” It must be

CRITICISM 


The net effect of the position taken 
by M. Z. Frank in his column in this 
week’s issue of The POST criticizing us 
for our editorial deploring Israel’s Lake 
Kinneret attack on Syrian gun positions 
is to stifle criticism of Israel, whether 
he intended it to be so or not. 

THERE IS NO question but that the 
view of The National Jewish Post could 


be wrong, and that the diametrically 


opposed views of Mr. Frank and others 
who have defended Israel’s attack as a 


necessary but unfortunate aspect of the 


present cold war are right. 


But Mr. Frank does not go into the 
reasons why we took our stand, the 


morality of the attack and so forth. He 
discusses only what in his opinion are 
the bad effects of apologizing for Is- 
rael’s actions. 


We hold that Israel may be better 


served by a loyal opposition, which 
praises or criticizes as the situation 


on one ground only — financial. And 
we might add that this is a legitimate 
reason. ‘ 

If the national organization is will- 
ing to forego its name, then why should 
not the B’nai B’rith Record be willing 
to adopt another name, perhaps The 
Jewish Weekly or something similar. 

On the other side, we believe that 
the B’nai B’rith Messenger should be 
willing to carry both on its stationery 
and on- its front page just under its 
name, a line denoting that it was not in 
any way connected with the B’nai B’rith 
lodges. 

In last week’s issue of The B'nai 
B’rith Messenger a gory picture of mal- 
feasance against advertising solicitors 
employed by the B’nai B’rith Record is 
recounted. No doubt the B’nai B'rith 


Record has a list of grievances against 


the B’nai B’rith Messenger, too. 

But we note that a Los Angeles Su- 
perior Court in attempting to adjudicate . 
the dispute ordered the B’nai B’rith Rec- 
ord not to publish its paper in the same 
size and format as that of the B’nai 
B’rith Messenger. The Messenger charges 
that this ruling has been ignored. 

We suggest that a settlement of the 
matter along the lines we’ve recom- 
mended is entirely possible.

warrants, than by zealots who believe 
that Israel can do no- wrong. 

IT WAS FROM this standpoint that 
we expressed the view that the United 
States Jewish community, stalwart as it 
is in support of Israel, had a boiling 
point, too, and that financial contribu- 
tions could and might be withheld if 
Israel continued on its path of uncon- 
scionable action. Mr. Frank’s reply is 
that we do not know the temper of 
American Jewry. He may be right and 
he may be wrong. But if we accurately 
reflected United States Jewish opinion 
on the raid, then Israel should know this 
opinion. 

It serves little purpose to praise Is- 
rael as the only democracy in the Middle 
East, and then ascribe to her undemo- 
cratic positions. We note that the Lake 
Kinneret attack did not escape criticism 
in Israel, and therein is the greatest as- 
surance that the new nation is truly a 
democracy.

Accepting his mastery of lead- 
ership, calling forth for a rededi- 
cation to his principles of right- 
eusness, good works, and of his 
warm heart, the speakers stirred 
the listeners. 

“Stang firm ... stand firm,” 
was the advice, “the work which 
he began, the rejuvenation of 
the Orthodox life, needs the ma- 
jesty of every Jew.”

The 
English “h” is rendered by the 
Hebrew “hai” and is transliter- 
ated as “G” in Russian.

There 
are hundreds of names which 
could serve as examples, such as 
Geller for Heller, Gelman for 
Helman, and Girshgorn (the 
name Of the villain in Kravchen- 
ko’s “I Chose Freedom”) which 
is obviously a transliteration of 
the well known Jewish Hirsch- 
horn.

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Converted Israeli Families Find Little Comfort In Transit Centers

NAPLES, Italy (NJP)—How Israelis who have 
been converted to Catholicism and are congregated 
here in one of four transit centers throughout Italy 
awaiting shipment to South America are faring, 
was learned by your correspondent, 

The local transit center is Villae-Vulcano. It 
consists of three huge buildings which the 209 Is- 
raeli converted families occupy. They are await- 
ing their turn to immigrate to countries of their 
final destination, mainly Argentina, Brazil and 
Uruguay. Some may go to Bolivia. 


MANY OF THE ISRAELI converts who had 
imagined that the church would reward them with 
comfort and luxuries for having abandoned their 
religion and their country must have experienced 
somewhat of a shock when they arrived in this 
church-controlled transit center. _ 

The doors along the damp, dusky corridors of 

’ Villae-Vulcano lead into over-crowded rooms with 
dense rows of army beds, baskets, suitcases and 
other various containers where the inhabitants 
keep their belongings. There are no wardrobes, 
no chairs, no tables and no room for such facilities. 
There is only one shower-hall and one toilet for 
each building. 


THE MAJORITY of the residents of Villae- 
Vulcano were driven to conversion by poverty. Be- 
ing officially considered temporary residents of 
Italy, the converts are not permitted to find em- 
ployment. Adults and children queue up thrice a 
day near the ground floor of the biggest of the 
three buildings where the soup kitchen of the 
camp is located. 

Most of the family heads trade and peddle 
with whatever possible on the black bourse, from 
second-hand clothing, down to shaving cream, 
combs and shoe laces—just to be able to keep their 
Jewish bodies and presumably Christian souls to- 


gether. 
Life in the transit center offers no recreation 
whatsoever and — due to the acute density — no 


privacy. The annual visa quota for the converts 
is only 20 families per camp and the waiting list 
is long. 

Many of the converts have abandoned their 
personal pride and have applied to the various 
Jewish institutions for help. Neither the Jewish 
Agency nor the Israeli Consular authorities feel 
any responsibility to them. 

THE CONVERTS eagerly attend the services 
at the near-by church and do their uttermost to 
demonstrate an ardent belief in Christ. 


I was somewhat startled when I noticed two 
little boys who ventured about in the courtyard, 
small crosses dangling from chains about their 
necks, but speaking Hebrew! -Having sighted me, 
a stranger, they at once hushed and refused to 
speak. It took time and six bars of chocolate be- 
fore I succeeded in winning their confidence. 


ONE OF THEM was born of Polish parents 
and the other of Rumanian parents. In Israel 
they were neighbors and schoolmates. The sole 
language they had in common was Hebrew, but 
they are not suppoSed to speak Hebrew. But... 
how on earth should they speak? So, whenever 
their parents are not around they meet and chat- 
ter a little with each other. 

Israel? Of course they remember Israel] and 
would love to go back there. The cross? Oh, 
that’s obligatory. And the prayers, too! 

Only very few of the adult converts dared 


speak to me. After all, I was a Jew, and what 
more—an Israeli Jew! 
Sorry? No. They aren’t really sorry; only 


“a little disappointed.” They claimed to be “a 
little impatient” to leave Italy and finally settle 
down. It seemed to be their only sincere wish: 
Finally settle down.
